PAPER MAKING COURSE IS PLANNED 

FOR FOREST PRODUCTS LABORATORY 

Removal of Institution to New Quarters, and Tremendous Extension of Its Work Makes Possible 

Training for Those Entering Big Industry 



A course in paper maklna, in which 
the pulp and paper mill owners will 

take a share co-operative with McQIII 

University, is being planned by A. G. 
Mc.lntvre, superintendent of the Forest 
Products laboratories here. The manu- 
facture of paper is shortly to become 
one of Canada's greatesl Industries, 
and tho step must be minlc lo raise 
the supply of capable managers and 
heads of departments. 

A two months' course, il will ho 
open to students In Chemical F.ngln- 
eering. Its purpose Is to complete Ihe 
equipment of men to take responsible 
positions In the Kreat plants being 
erected on this side of the line. A 
feature of the new department will bo 
tours such as those now made by the 
McOlll Miners to centres of Industry 
In the Far West and In tho Lower 
Provinces. 

The double result of Ihe establish- 
ment of such a course will be a .atls- 
fnrtlon of the call of capitalists for 

experienced men t>> cope with the op- 
IH.rtunltles offering In the Dominion, 
for the Industry, and a satisfaction of 
tho demand of men who wish to en- 
ter the tnduatrv for technical training 
The number of hoi h classes !« now- 
very large, a,nd almost immediate popu- 
larity seemed to be assured to the 
Course. 

It Is to be made possible by the 
enormous advance in one year bv 
the Forest Products Laboratory here. 
The department Is to move Into new 
quarters in the Motoon building, as 
wos recently announced, nnd is to in- 
crease its staff to 130 expert research 
Rien, and Its annual spending in count 
to $100.000, both In two yenrs. 

THE NEW QtJAIlTF.IlH. 
Students In the new school will 
have an opportunity to pursue their 
studies, as the staff will be able 1n 
Carry on their experiments. In >ne of 
the greatest laboratories in America. 
Features of It will fsr excel like ones 
on the continent.

THE W RITING OF H ISTORY 

In an essay which lias lately appeared in book form Mr. G. M. 
Trevelyan. the author of three books on Garibaldi, the Life of John 
Bright and other works, laments the change that has taken place 
within the last two generations in the manner in which history is writ- 
ten. His complaint is that it is written now for the specialist, not as 
literature for the common reader o f books. 

There was a time Mr. Trevelyan reminds us when contempor- 
ary narrative history was the only kind of history worth writing ; 
when "there was no large body of antiquaries collecting, sorting and 
studying the documents of the past, and history if it was in the least 
detailed or even partially reliable must needs concern itself with 
only contemporary affairs— a grave limitation and disadvantage. 
But the pictures given by such writers as Thucydides of the Athens 
of his day, of Philippe de Commines of Mediaeval Fiance, of Lord 
Clarendon of Stuart England with all their limitations do for the 
reader that in which the recent historians often so lamentably fail; 
— the dignity of the authors' mind, the literary excellence of the 
style, lead the reader on to ponder the tale that is told. 

The growing sense of the duty to investigate all available evi- 
dence, of the respecst due to authority, of the need of careful analy- 
sis of material — all these have changed the historian's conception of 
his task. Bishop Stubbs remarked that every historian must be his 
own "dry as dust" by which he implied that the laborious research 
to discover that things were and how they were must preceed any at- 
tempt to exercise the imaginative, the speculative, the literary qualities 
of the historian upon them. The heavy task of exploring the 
amassed material which may yield something of knowledge which 
should not be wasting, the effort to sift all evidence so that only just 
conclusions may be reached, these are the preliminary steps to a re- 
creation of scenes of the past in vivid, beautiful, dignified writing. 

The historian of the present day is apt to be caught in the toils 
of the preliminary work, seldom reaching the further stage, the com- 
pletion of a literary structure, which can interpret all this learning 
and thought to the reader; and so"the thought and feeling of the 
rising generations are but little affected by historians, whereas up to 
a generation ago the literary tradition of history prevailed and from 
Clarendon down through Gibbon. Carlyle. Macaulay. Green, 
Lecky, historical writing was not merely the mutual conversation of 
the scholars with one another but was the means of spreading far 
and wide throughout all reading classes a love and knowledge of 
history and elevated and critical patriotism and certain qualities of 
mind and heart." 

It is a common complaint that this generation has been taught 
to read, but has lost or never possessed the love of reading. Men 
will read for brief moments and of many things. Continuous sus- 
tained interest is a thing of the past, so wc are told, and yet this is 
the fact ever demonstrated afresh of the child content to read and 
re-read and to read again the talc that has once held its fancy, and 
there is the constantly recurring pnenomenon of the growing boy 
and girl for ever ready to shirk other claims or duties content to be 
off to devour an amazing amount of reading matter of some kind. 
So the fault cannot be all with the reader, all with "the times." If 
an effort be made to recover for h istory its lost place in the field of 
literature, it may again become the daiyl bread of those who seek in 
books that which they cannot find elsewhere, and history may again 
become the source from which men draw the "first deep lessons in 
the art of politics and in the management of men, pride in the insti- 
tutions of their country which they may be called upon to govern 
and their detailed knowledge of t he great events of the past by 
which these institutions have been shaped and inspired.
